We  were  quickly  associated  with 

the  guidance  department  as  they  were  in  charge  of  our  scheduling  and  getting  acquainted  with  the  school.  Mr.  Campedelli  immediately  relieved    ^^ 

our  tension  within  the  first  moments  that  we  encountered  him.

But.  this  image  was 

quickly  erased  as  he  began  to  comfort  us  about  our  approaching  high  school  days,  and  our  nervousness  melted  away  with  his  smile.

further  their  learning.  He  made  sure  to  try  and  find  colleges  that  would  match  a  students  personal  liking  and  would  be  the  best  fit  for  them. 
^     He  was  always  bringing  home  work,  and  even  though  many  of  us  thought  that  he  might  be  a  little  scatter-brained,  he  continually  matched     ^k 

J^  students  with  the  best  fitting  colleges  for  them  personally,  and  then  helped  to  get  them  into  them.  ^^ 

^7  Mr.  Campedelli  is  described  as  a  "great  friend"  and  a  man  that  always  knew  his  priorities.  He  loved  God,  his  family,  and  his  job.  and  when  ^B 
yw     he  found  some  spare  time,  he  found  enjoyment  in  talking  politics  and  baseball  (yes,  sadly,  he  was  a  Yankee  fan).  His  deep  love  for  the  com-    ^J 

munity  brought  him  much  respect  by  not  only  those  who  worked  with  him,  but  members  of  the  community  which  included  being  a  very  close 
^     friend  and  confidant  to  our  mayor.  Jt 

^^      His  legacy  is  a  great  one.  He  continually  fought  for  those  who  needed  the  most  help  in  getting  into  college,  and  it  was  he  who  always  ^^ 
^ty    encouraged  underprivileged  students  to  reach  for  their  goals  and  to  never  give  up  on  themselves.  His  perspective  on  everything  was  always  ^W 
j^    well-respected,  and  it's  this  man  in  which  this  community  admired  not  only  before  his  death,  but  continues  to  do  so  afterwards  as  well.  ^J

Memories  abound  at  Drury  graduation

NORTH  ADAMS  —  The  sun  shone  on  the  118  members  of  Drury  High  School's  graduating  Class  of  2003  Friday  night  as  family  and  friends  packed  the  gym  for  the  cer- 
emony. 

Blue  and  white  balloons  and  blue-tipped  white  carnations  decked  the  room  as  the  seniors  proceeded  toward  the  front  of  the  gym  and  their  class  motto,  "Never  look  where 
you  are  going.  Always  look  where  you  want  to  go." 

All  were  welcomed  by  Bethany  Lorge,  who  remarked  how  hard  it  was  to  believe  that  their  four  years  at  Drury  at  come  to  a  close. 

After  recalling  experiences  of  their  time  at  Drury,  Lorge  encouraged  the  graduates  to  remember  the  quote,  "I  don't  know  where  I'm  going,  but  I  sure  know  where  I've 
been." 

She  paid  tribute  to  those  who  had  passed  away  during  the  school  careers,  including  student  Jocelyn  LeClair  and  Guidance  Counselor  Joseph  Campedelli. 
"Our  world  was  forever  changed  by  their  losses,  but  we  continue  to  live  in  their  remembrance,"  said  Lorge. 
Salutatorian  Elizabeth  Wol,  too,  spoke  of  high  school  memories,  and  urged  the  graduates  to  think  about  their  families. 

"I  am  not  using  the  word  family  in  the  traditional  sense,"  she  said.  "Instead,  I  mean  the  people  that  have  always  been  there  to  guide  us;  the  ones  that  cared  enough  to 
support  us  for  the  past  1 8  years;  the  people  that  went  out  of  their  way  and  even  sacrificed  so  we  could  be  sitting  where  we  are  tonight. 

"Tonight  marks  the  end  of  our  high  school  years,  but  not  the  end  of  our  relationship  with  our  loved  ones,"  Wol  continued.  "We  still  need  your  love,  encouragement  and 
guidance,  and  we  are  still  going  to  strive  to  make  you  proud." 
She  asked  the  families  present  to  stand  while  the  graduates  applauded  them  in  thanks. 

Sean  Carollo,  the  class  valedictorian,  shared  a  piece  of  advice  from  a  Russian  folk  tale,  "Morning  is  wiser  than  evening,"  and  encouraged  the  graduates  to  reflect  upon  their 
time  spent  at  Drury,  what  they  have  learned  and  the  people  they  had  met. 

"This  is  the  time  to  savor  those  memories,  to  relive  them  and  base  your  direction  upon  them,"  he  said. 

"Morning  is  wiser  than  evening;  in  the  light  of  a  new  day,  you  will  see  your  path  before  you,  lit  by  a  fresh  sun  of  opportunity,  made  brighter  by  comparison  to  the  stars  of 
memory  and  experience,"  Carollo  said.  "Reflect  now,  so  that  the  thoughts  and  dreams  of  the  evening  can  be  a  guiding  plan  for  the  new  day." 

He  exhorted  the  class  to  "Reach  for  the  stars;  then,  even  if  you  miss  the  mark,  you  may  catch  hold  of  the  moon.  Our  time  is  at  hand.  Embrace  the  wisdom  and  clarity  of 
a  new  start,  and  look  to  your  dreams  and  musings.

Softball  Team  Wins  Western  Mass.  Championship!  Simply  The  Best! 

It  is  the  first  Softball  championship  in  the  28-year  history  of  Drury 's  program. 
"It's  amazing.  I  don't  even  know  what  to  say,"  said  Lisa  Cunningham,  a  senior  cap- 
tain who  graduated  two  days  earlier.  "There's  just  no  better  way  to  go  out  then  with 
the  first  WMass  championship  —  except  maybe  to  win  states." 
Greenfield  (21-1)  came  into  Sunday's  WMass  title  game  with  a  spotless  21-0  record 
but  fell  behind  I  -0,  and,  this  time,  found  the  comeback  chamber  empty.  Drury  short- 
stop Bethany  Lorge  fielded  a  grounder  and  threw  out  Rian  Lively  to  end  the  contest. 
"That  was  cool,"  said  Lorge.  "It  was  a  pretty  sweet  feeling.  I  just  never  dreamed  we 
would  win  WMass.  It's  just  amazing  to  think  we  can  go  out  our  senior  year  with  a 
WMass  Softball  championship.  I'm  ecstatic." 

There  were  some  anxious  moments  along  the  way,  but  Malloy  picked  up  her  ninth 
shutout  in  the  win.  She  walked  only  one  batter  in  the  game  and  struck  out  only  one, 
getting  some  key  defensive  plays  from  left  fielder  Ashley  DePaoli,  Cunningham,  third 
baseman  Catie  McDonough  and  herself  on  the  mound. 

"Today  was  the  most  nervous  I've  been  all  year,"  said  Malloy.  "Just  getting  through 
the  first  couple  of  innings  helped.  Obviously,  it  wasn't  just  me.  I  have  a  great  catcher, 
a  great  infield  and  a  great  outfield.  I  just  tried  to  bring  as  much  enthusiasm  and  tal- 
ent as  I  could." 

Drury  collected  five  hits  in  its  victory,  one  each  from  five  different  players:  Jackie 
Mason,  Cunningham,  Jenna  Taft,  Jenn  Boucher,  and  DePaoli. 
The  Blue  Devils  did  not  commit  an  error  in  the  contest. 

"I  am  on  cloud  nine.  Part  of  me  doesn't  believe  it.  What  a  class  act,"  Drury  coach 
Mary  Ann  Maroni  said  of  her  team.  "We  don't  have  any  superstars,  just  a  bunch  of 
hard-working  kids  who  do  what  they  do  what  they  have  to  do  when  they  have  to  do 
it."
